My  dear  President  Falconer:

will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  Bible  League  through  which 
we  hope  to  engage  many  people  in  habits  of  systematic 
Bible  study.  The  League  will  not  compete  with  other  Bible 
agencies  but  it  will  be  the  means,  we  trust,  of  interesting 
people  both  within  and  without  t  he  church,  who  have  never 
really  discovered  the  Bible. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  give  a  considerable  portion  of 
my  time  to  this  work  of  securing  members  who  will  form  the 
habit  of  daily  Bible  study  and  I  shall  have  as  helpers  fif¬ 
ty  well  known  and  able  gentlemen,  representing  various  walks 
of  life  as  well  as  different  nations  whose  assistance  will 
be  given  through  correspondence  and  occasional  personal  in- 
tervi  ews. 

A  series  of  Bible  studies  is  being  prepared  through  the 
suggestion  and  help  of  these  advisors  and  the  first  book  of 
the  series  has  just  come  from  the  press. 

I  should  like  to  add  your  name  to  this  list  of  council¬ 
lors  and  while  I  shall  not  expect  from  you  arduous  tasks, 
your  advice  from  time  to  time  will  be  of  real  assistance.
